In the rules for the ARRL Sweepstakes, it is stated that logs can be 
submitted electronically, but hat the format needs to match the ARRL 
Suggensted File Format. I have a 5-year old copy of the fromat for logs 
submitted on disk, but not sure if the Email version would be the same. 
The info I have is from the Hiram BBS, Informational Bulletin # 03, and 
states: 


All files must be in standard ASCII format. 


All files must be on an MS-DOS fromatted disk, 3.5 inch (720-KB or 
1.44-MB) or 5.25 inch (360-KB or 1.2-MB). 


The diskette label should clearly indicate the call sign used, contest 
name, entry class, and date of the contest. 


The log data file name shall consist of the call sign and the extension 
",LOG". for example : KR1R.LOG. 


The log file must cosist of one line of data per QSO (nO more than 80 charecters 
wide), without headers, footers, page breaks or other non-ASCII charecters. 


All QSO data must appear in each line, alighned by columns, and must 
include the following: 


band: wavelength for HF and frequency for VHF 
mode: designator such as CW.PH, etc. 

date: in MM/DD/YY or DD/MM/YY fromat. 

time: 4-digiti UTC without colons.

complete exchange sent.

points claimed: ALL unclaimed QSOs must be "0" points. 
Multioperator, two-transmitter catagory log in the ARRL

Hmmmmmm. . . . This is a real quandary. Some folks with Wdw95 cannot get 
BASIC to run; others have no trouble at all. For example, I work on two 
machines with BASIC, one was in DOS 6.x, with Wdws 3.1 available on 
selection, and then upgraded (if that is the correct word) to Wdws95. THe 
other had Wdws95 factory installed. Both use the MSDOS option to go to 
DOS, from which BASIC (and HAMCALC with its own version of GWBASIC) are 
selectable via PCIndex. I keep all my non-HAMCALC basic programs in a 
basic directory for easy choice and return, and my "write a little 
program" selection is part of the menu. Everything works without detected 
flaw on both machines, even before adding the Wdw95 upgrades from the 
Microsoft Website dated Feb96. 


There is a standard configuration of the MSDOS start, but my recollection 
in getting my entire cluster of DOS programs to run is that it is possible 
to have more than one MSDOS entries and that not all of these will 
automatically have the correct lines written as part of the start-up. I 
went into all I found and made sure they all read the same. That way, the 
short-cut icon and the MSDOS entry on the start-up menu yield trhe same 
results. 


This is not advice, but simply a description of what I did, since BASIC 
runs fine for me within the MSDOS option in the start-up menu and related 
short-cuts. It may be of no help to others, but does suggest that if 
anyone is--or knows--a Wdw95 expert, the entire list--or that part of it 
using Wdw95 or thinking about shifting to Wdw95 in the future--could 
profit from some expert advice. Even we without the problem would like to 
understand why our systems are working correctly. 


Since so much utility programming remains in BASIC--and since BASIC leaves 
its equations open for inspection for those wanting to see the math behind 
the results--it is a valuable tool for QRPers and other electronics 
enthusiasts. Hence, any expert discussion of the problem and its solution 
seems to me as relevant to this list as other topics.

HamCalc must be unzipped in the root directory. It creates a directory 
called c:\bas where it places all the files and subdirectories it needs 
except two .bat files in the root directory. This directory structure 
must not be changed as the programs are hard coded to work with it. 


You can "clean" things up a bit by moving c:\ve3erp.bat and c:\fcal.bat to 
the c:\bas directory and then editing the last line in both .bat files 
from cd\ to cd c:\bas. 

You still should use these .bat files to run the program. You can change 
the name of the .bat files as well. I have changed ve3erp.bat to 
hamcalc.bat, it's easier to remember. 


As for running in WIN95. I put gwbasic and a basic program in my Win95 
machine and it ran fine. I haven't put all of HamCalc there but will in 
the next days. If I have a problem I will post the cause and hopefully a 
solution.

I don't understand what you're saying. I wasn't talking about "twisted 
pairs". The technique I described has been used by a number of 
manufacturers for making wire-wound power resistors. The "two" wires end 
up being about as close to the same length as possible. Because of the 


folding or doubling at the "far" end, that end is shorted. Seeing as the 
wire would be wound around some sort of mandrel or form, I don't see how 
an antenna could be formed. I suppose that it might have some 
characteristics of a shorted stub, at some frequency. Please give me more 
info to explain your objection.
